WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 


SHIP LAUNCHINGS 


Ships, as a rule, are launched 
stern first. However, they have 
been launched upside down, in 
sections, and sideways. 

The sideways method of launch- 
ing is quite commonly practiced 
In Great Lakes shipyards and in 
shipbuilding plants located on 
narrow rivers. 

One reason for sideways launch- 
ing is that there would not be suf- 
ficlent “water way” in a narrow 
river for the more orthodox stern- 
launching method. Furthermore, in 
the side-launching. system it is 
possible to have a series of craft 
on a single set of groundways 
(broad inclined tracks of heavy 
timbers stretching from the land 
into the water) each In a succes- 
sive stage of construction, the 
ship nearest the water being the 
one nearest to completion. 

Still another advantage is seen 
in the fact that sideways launch- 
ing permits building the ship on 
an even keel, where stern-launch- 
ed ships are necessarily bullt on 
a slant or incline which necesst- 
tates setting all upright members 
at an angle. 

An-especially ingenious form of 
sideways launching has been de- 
vised which eliminates the danger

For Peace Throughout The World 


The results of the Moscow Con- 
ference exceed the most optimistic 
hopes and must be hailed as a 
great victory for the United Na. 
tions, matching any victory yet 
achieved on the battlefront, says 
The New York Times.

OTTAWA REPORTS 


That Returns to the Farmer 

Per Unit Will Be Higher 

in Fifth Year of War Thana 
in Any Other 


This statement was made. by 
the Minister of Agriculture, Hon, 
James G. Gardiner, when he re- 
viewed Canada’s food situation 
before members of the Chamber 
of Commerce on October 28, He 
also stated that with ceiling con- 
trols operating, costs to the con- 
sumers should not be higher in 
1944, 

In a brief but comprehensive 
survey of food production, export 
and consumption, Mr. Gardiner 
said that farmers were being ask- 
ed to make whatever changes are 
necessary to obtain the highest 
net returns in exportable goods 
under all the conditions which 
prevail on their own particular 
farm. 

* * = 

An appeal is being made for 
the same production in 1944 as 
in 1943 and it is expected that 
it will be forthcoming although 
it is believed there will be some 
shift from one product to an- 
other. 

According to Mr. Gardiner, 
there will be a drop in the ton- 
nage of pork and possibly dairy 
products even ‘with the best co- 
operation from all, but it is hoped 
that therc will be some net in- 
crease in beef, poultry and grains, 
The latter, of course, depends 
almost entirely on weather con- 
ditions, 

° . * 

Looking at the facts on Can- 
ada’s food production during 
1942, there is ample justification 
for Mr. Gardiner’s remark that 
he doubted if any nation in the 
world could show a better record. 
“After meeting all Canadian re- 
quirements, after supplying the 
contracted requirements of our 
Allies to the beginning of 1942, 
during 1942 we exceeded every 
preceding year. We actually did 
send over 40% more food or 
potential food to our Allies dur- 
ing that year than during the 
last year before the war and had 
at the end of the ycar 18,500,000 
tons of food or potential food 
which can be shipped at any 
time,” said Mr. Garliner. “We 
had almost two and _ one-half 
times as many tons in reserve as 
we have shipped in any one year 
during the war. Then with all 
this food lying about we have so 
regulated our own appetites as 
to consume only 6.5% more food 


in 1942 than in 1938.” 
* * . 
Speaking of the future Mr. 


Gardiner said that in 1943 suffi- 
cient grain was produced to take 
care. of 1943-44 requirements if 
properly distributed. Sufficient 
is in store to take care of at least 
two years’ probable shipments 
both for direct human’ consump- 
tion and for the feeding of live- 
stock. So that with two more 
crops to come and barring a crop 
failure, there should be enough 
to supply any demands equal to 


those which have been made of 
us in the past, for three more 
years, 


The Agriculture Minister stated 
also that experiences of the past 
four years suggest that, unless 
weather, equipment and _ labor 
are in much more favorable sup- 
ply in the future than in 1943, 
Canada had reached her peak of 
food production in the 1942-43 
crop year,

THE LESSON.IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—The Decalogue was giv- 
en 1445 BC.: our Lord met Zac- 
chaeus in Jerusalem in March, 
A.D, 30; the second cleansing of 
the Temple took place on Monday 
of Passion Week, April 3, A.D. 30. 

Place..-The Ten Commandments 
were delivered from Mount Sinal; 
the event recorded concerning 
Zacchaeus took place,in Jericho, 
at the lower end of the Jordan 
River; the cleansing of the 
Temple, of course, took place in 
Jerusalem. 

Condemnation of Theft 

“Ye shall not steal; neithay shall 
ye deal falsely, nor lie one to an- 
other. Thou shalt not oppress thy 
neighbor, nor rob him: the wages 
of a hired servant shall not abide 
with thee all night until morning.” 
If we love our neighbor we shall 
do to him exactly as we should 
like him to do to us. We shall be 
truthful, fair, honest in all our 
dealings with him. Rather than 
defraud him, we shall give him 
full value for his money, Rather 


‘than keep an employee waiting 


for his wages, we shall pay him 
{in good time. The man who ts hired 
from day to day is Invariably a 
poor man whose living depends on 
prompt payment. To withhold 
money due is a form of robbery. 
The Barrier of Wealth 
“And he entered ahd was pass- 


,ing through Jericho, And behold, a 
"man called by name, Zacchaeus; 


and he was a chief publican, and 
he was rich.” Luke mentions Zac- 
chaeus was rich perhaps because 
{t was most unusual for a rich man 
to seek the company of Jesus. The 
disciples learned from the incident 
of the rich young ruler how great 
a barrier wealth was to the en- 
trance of the rich into the King- 
dom of God. 
Eagerness To See Jesus 

“And he sought to see Jesus who 
he was; and could not for the 
crowd, because he was little of 
stature. And he ran on before, and 
climbed up into a. sycomore trea 
to see him: for he was to pass 
that way.” Because of the short- 
ness of his stdture Zacchaeus fear- 
ed that in the press of the multi. 
tude he might be prevented from 
actually seeing Christ. He was a 
determined man; he refused to al- 
low his small stature to defeat his 
purpose. If we are going to see and 
know Jesus as our Saviour, then 
we must be determined, resolute, 
for there will be many obstacles 
to overcome. 

Jesus’ Graciousness 

“And when Jesus came to the 

place, he looked up, and said unto 


him, Zacchaeus, make haste, and’ 


come down; for today I must 
abide at thy house.” Zacchaeus 
experienced unexpected joy at 
Jesus’ command. The rich shun- 
ned him; he was 1 social outcast. 
But Jesus the great Prophet {n- 
vited him to receive Him as’ his 
guest. 
Welcome To Jesus 
“And he made haste, and came 
down, and received him joyfully. 
And when they saw it, they all 
murmured, saying, He is gone in 
to lodge with a man that is a sin- 
ner.” The attitude of -the people 
to Christ's action shows how little 
love “there..was toward the out- 
casts of society. “Pte: section of 
Christ shows how. great was [Me 
love for sinners, His greatness ex- 
posed their littleness: His sym- 
pathy, their callousness: His hv 
mility, their pride, 
True Repentance 
“And Zacchaeus stood, and said 
unto the Lord, Behold, Lord, the 
half of my goods 1 give to the 
poor; and jf I have wrongfully ex- 
acted aught of any man, I restore 
fourfold.” The love of Christ had 
touched his heart and opened up 
within him a spfrit of true repent- 
ance, a desire to put wrong things

Desserts That Are Different 

After the lovely fresh fruits 
are over and with the rationing 
on sugar, the dessert problem is 
more and more difficult. Some- 
times the dessert is planned to 
balance the meal; another time, 
just to top the meal. But always 
does the homemaker wish to have 
something that looks attractive 
and a little bit different. The 
following, I hope, will meet these 
demands. 

Jelly Dessert With a Zest

Britain To Deliver 


Warships To Canada 


The navy will be glad to hear 
that there is to be no delay in the 
delivery of two British-built 
cruisers and possibly six destroy- 
ers to Canada, says The Ottawa 
Citizen. According to the Naval 
Minister, Angus Macdonald, there 
is a friendly difference between 
British and Canadian authorities 
over financial arrangements. The 
British would like Canada to ac- 
eept the warships as a -straight 
gift without cash payment. At Ot- 
tawa, however, it is the Depart- 
ment of Finance’s view that Can- 
ada should buy the ships; they 
eould easily cost $20,000,000, 

Whatever bookkeeping trans- 
actions may be agreed upon, the 
transference of a pair of modern 
eruisers and six destroyers from 
the British Navy will be a hand- 
some addition to Canadian naval 
strength. It is going to be ‘more 
than ever needed as Canada’s part 
in the sea war is extended across 
the Paci Ocean and, doubtless, 
through the Mediteranean.fe to 
the Bay of Bengal. It is presum- 
ably one fruitful result of the 
meeting of British and Canadian 
naval chiefa at the Quebec con- 
ference.

In some cases prices on storage 
vegetables will actuaNy be higher 
as a result of the new celling im- 
posed by Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. According to War- 
time Prices and Trade Board of- 
ficlals, the immediate effect of an 
order placing a ceiling on a com- 
modity is that prices generally 
move up immediately to the cell- 


-Ang. For some vegetables this will 


result in an increased price to 
the producer. 
Another immediate effect of the 


~fposing of a price ceiling is a 


tendency -iU'™rd a temporary 
freezing of the cdmmodities effect- 
ed. However, the consumer will not 
suffer any shortage as stocks on 
hand are plentiful. During winter 
months consumers will be protect- 
ed against the prices which ruled 
during ‘the top period last year, 
when cabbage was selling for any- 
thing from 5e to4,19¢ a pound— 
mostly between lic and 19c; when 
carrots went as high as 10c a 
pound and beets sold from 3.7c a 
pound to 15¢ a pound.

Another point in favour of pro- 
ducers is the provision made for 
storage costs. This allowance for 
storage charges is graduated and 
may be included in the maximum 
prices commencing December 1, in- 
creasing until April, May and June, 
and decreasing July and August. 
For pricing and distribution Can- 
ada is divided by the order into 
two zones. The first includes the 
island of Montreal, all: the main 
populated part of Ontario, the main 
portions of the provinces of Manl- 
toba, “Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia. The second zone 
includes all the remainder of the 
Dominion. In zone two, maximum 
prices on all vegetables are one- 
quarter of a cent a pound higher 
than those In zone one. The rea- 
son for this, it Is explained, is that 
zone two consists of the more 
Bp ties.’ seers areas.

‘Of Victories Hitler Gives Pep Talk 


During the last few days, first 
Stalin, then Hitler and now Chure- 
hill have delivered speeches to 
their people. And while at this 
moment actions speak louder than 
words the speeches are still an In- 
teresting barometer of the at 
mosphere prevailing in the two 
camps, as well as a most encourag- 
ing forecast for the future, says 
the New York Times. . 

Both Mr, Stalin and Mr. Chure- 
hill took occasion to review the 
record of “a famous year’ of al- 
most unbroken victories, which, in 
Mr. Churchill's words, have. in- 
flicted mortal blows on the mon- 
strous Juggernaut of German might 
and tyranny and may well be the 


precursors of decisive events in 


the European struggle. Both re- 
counted the achievements of their 
own forces and gave generous 
credit to the achievements of their 
allies; and Mr. Churchill in par- 
ticular did not stint in paying tri- 
bute to the herofe performance of 
the Russian armies and the Rus- 
sian people. Both also emphasized 
the new unity and harmony achiev- 
ed at the Moscow Conference. And 
both radiated confidence in final 
victory, in which Mr. Churchill 
specifically included victory over 
Japan, with whom “the British 
Commonwealth and Empire have 
an inexplable quarrel.” 
Hitler’s Admissions 

In sharp contrast stands the 
speech of Hitler, which {s one out- 
cry of defeat and despair. Deliver- 
ed on the sorry anniversary of his 
abortive beerhall putsch, it fore- 
shadows the failure of his more 
ambitious putsch against mi&nkind. 
For behind all the old obsessions,

there are admissions, which; ‘eom- 
ing from that source, must’ have 
destroyed the last {Illusions of the 
German people. There is talk of 
“desperate situations,” of “im. 
pending catastrophe,” of “marshal- 
ing the last reserves of strength,” 
yes, even the suggestion that the 
fighting will reach German soil. 
But there is also in this speech 
the desperation of the cornered 
but still far from conquered beast. 
For Hitler not only proclaims war 
against his outside enemies but 


,also against the Germans them- 


selves—a war of terror without 
merey in which the Non-German 
Fuehrer of the Germans threatens 
death to all who would end the 
struggle. If any Germans atill need- 
ed proof of Hitler's pathological 
megalomania, they can read it in 
his self-revealing protestation that 
he is losing neither nerves nor 
reason, and in his final contempt- 
if they despair 
they will deserve no better than 
they get and he will not be sorry 
for them. 

Germany's Greatest Enemy 

After that, the Germans must 
know that they have no greater 
enemy than/ Hitler himself. But a 
desperate madman with a great 
army at his back is still danger- 
ous, and in estimating that danger 
Mr, Churchill {s a more cautious 
judge than Mr. Stalin. For while 
Mr. Stalin sees victory near, Mr, 
Churchill proceeds on the assump- 
tion that, barring a miracle, the 
climax of the war will not come 
till 1944, and that the campaign 
of 1944,“will be the most severe, 
and to the Western allies the most

costly in life, of any we have yet 
fought.” In that estimate Mr. 
Churchill {s in agreement with: all 
military authorities and, funda 
mentally, in agreement with Mr. 
Stalin himself. For what Mr. 
Churchill says is that the air war 
alone will not win the war, and 
that victory will require that mass 
invasion of Europe Which. he has 
always promised. Mr. Stalin's re 
newed call for the opening of an- 
other front confirms this judg 
ment. : 
Allies’ Supreme Task 

In the light of the grim task that 
still lies ahead, this talk we have 
been hearing recently of the war 
being. “all but over” seems frivok 
ous indeed. It is not only “foolish 
and blameworthy” but dangerous, 
because, to use Mr. Churchill's 
words, it tends to “divert the 
thoughts and efforts of the Allied 
nations from the supreme task 
which lies before them—namely, 
that of beating down into dust 
and ruins the deadly foes and ty- 
rants who so nearly subjugated 
the entire world to their domin- 
ation.” 

Hitler's Contrasting Speeches 

Adolf Hitler's beer-cellar speech, 
with the usual intermingling of 
threats and pep talk, can neither 
restore German confiklence In yie- 
tory nor yet raise any hopes of 


- overcoming the tremendous calam- 


ities looming ahead, claims the 
Christian Sclence Monitor. 

In fact, this speech is more Ilke- 
ly to increase the fears of milt- 
tary disaster without and chaos 
within which are increasing with 
every new Allied military victory 
and new Allied bombing of the 
Reich, 

Outstanding is the marked con- 
trast between this speech and 
those Hitler has delivered on aim- 
ilar occasions in the past. 

Three years ago, Hitler could 
boast that “one day there will be 
no Churchill but there will be Ger- 
man U-boats.”

Lying Is Forbidden 

“Thou shalt not béar false wit- 
ness against thy neighbor.’”’ When 
we repeat our suspicions of an- 
other as though thes: are the 
truth; when vur words are. not 
warranted by the facts; when we 
vindicate ourselves by laying the 
charge faisely on others, these 
are a few ways in which we bear 
false witness. 

“Thou shalt not take up a false 
report: put not thy hand with 
the wicked to be an unrighteous 
witness. Keep thee far from a 
false matter; and the innocent 
and righteous slay thou not: for 
I will not justify the wicked.” 
One should refuse to countenance 
in any way any act of injustice. 
The innocent and righteous are 
to be protected against their per- 
secutors. To be the cause of their 
death by making false accusa- 
tions against them would bring 
God’s punishment uponsthe guilty 
person. 

The Use of Oaths 

“Again, ye have heard that it 
was said.to them of old time, 
Thou shalt not forswear thyself, 
but shalt perform unto the Lord 
thine oaths.” This means ‘Thou 
shalt not swear to a falsehood.’ 

“But I say unto you, Swear 
not at all; neither by the heaven, 
for it is the Throne of God.” Our 
Saviour is evidently not referring 
to judicial oaths but to the com- 
mon custom of swearing in pri- 
vate conversation; of swearing 
on every occasion, and by every- 
thing.

THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—The Ten Comthandments 
were delivered in 1445 B.C.; our 
Lord’s teachings concerning cov- 
etousness in this lesson were 
uttered in December, A.D, 29, 

Place.—-The Ten  Command- 
ments were given on Mount Sinai; 
the passage taken from Luke is 
from a discourse delivered in 
Peraea, on the east of the Jordan 
River. 

Sin of Covetousness 

“And one out of the multitude 
said unto him, Teacher, bid my 
brother divide the inheritance 
vith me.” The man was not a 
disciple but someone who wished 
t use God to further his own 
selfish interests. There are many 
who have no place in their lives 
for Christ, but_@re ready to en- 
list the support of His teaching 
when it is to their advantage to 
do 40. 

“And he said unto him, Man, 
who made me a judge or a divider 
over you?” Our Lord came not 
to act as an arbitrator, to inter- 
fere with the civil courts. He 
came to save men from their sins, 
to root out this spirit of covet- 
ousness. When a sinner is par- 
doned his motive then is to share 
what he has and not.to covet 
more. 

“And he said unto them, Take 
heed, and keep yourselves from 
all covetousness: for a man’s life 
consisteth not in the abundance 
of the things which he possess- 
eth.” Men are to be aware not 
only of avarice, a greedy desire 
to possess what belongs to an+ 


other; they are warned against. 


selfish possession. Men lust for 
gold, possessions, and become so 
elistawed to them that they be- 
come their Very ‘ife, tiie things 
most dear to them. Tile explains 
why covetousness is idolatry. ™ 
The’ Foolish Rich Man 

“And he spake a parable unto 

them, saying, The ground of a 


certain vich man brought forth 
plentifully. And che reasoned 
with himself, saying, What shall

British Miner’s 
Amazing Record 


Cheerful Little Fellow Has 
Worked 7 Days A Week 


For 84 Weeks 


The battle of production, like the 
clash of arms, has produced its 
heroes, but few who appear dough- 
tier than a British coal miner iden- 
tified only as Bart. His exploits 
are reported in “The Listener,” 
official organ of the British Broad- 
casting Company, as told over the 
air by the manager of the import- 
ant pit in the North Midlands 
where he works. Telling English 


listeners how their miners are 
backing the attack, the nfanager 
said: 

“There is one man, known to 


his friends as Bart, who has pro- 
duced 21,511 tons of coal in 1,205 
shifts; 84 of these shifts being 
worked on Sundays. Bart Is 45. He 
stands five feet, four inches high 
in his socks and weighs just over 
9% stone (133 ‘pounds). He's a 
cheerful little fellow, and full of 
the joy of life. Every day this 
man has worked he has produced 
only a fraction below 18- tons, 
which is equal to 300 times his 
own weight. Let’s look at it an- 
other way; in four years Bart has 
loaded the equivalent of 2,200 rail- 
way trucks of coal, or one whole 
trainload every four, weeks. The 
vast quantity of coal produced by 
this one man is sufficient to pro- 
vide the finished steel for the pro- 
duction of one heavy cruiser and 
two destroyers of the Tribal class. 
During the whole period of the 
war Bart has lost only one shift 
voluntarily. He has worked seven 
days a week for 84 weeks and hfs 
average for the whole war Is six 
days per week, including holiday 
periods.” 

The New York Sun points out 
how “phenomenal” Bart's record 
is hy comparison with the output 
in U.S. bituminons mines in which, 
in 1941, the average per miner was 
6.2 tons per day and in 1942 prob- 
ably nearer five tons. The Sun 
adds: 

“Yet in this country the output 
should be higher than in Eneland 
due to the fact that here a pro- 
portion of bituminous coal ts gain- 


ed by strip mining and also be- 
cause “American pit mines are 
more efficiently Weehorized than 


those in England.”

OTTAWA REPORTS 


That In 1944 There Will Be 
An Increase In Machinery 
to the Canadian Farmer 


With no possibility of a let- 
up in the. demand for increased 
farm production and with the 
labor shortage becoming more 
and more acute, the farmer is 
increasingly conscious of” the~ 
need for the most modern, labor- 
saving farm machinery. 

The findings of the farm-im- 
plements sub-committee of the 
House of Commons War Expendi- 
tures Committee made public re- 
cently, emphasized the “impera- 
tive necessity’ of additional 
supplies of such labor-saving im- 
plements. 

Until May of this year, farm 
implements have been anfong the 
many commodities on the ra- 
tioned list. Since May the re- 
strictions guarding the sale of 
farm machinery have become less 


severe and gradually more and 
more items have been added to 
t.. list exempted from rationing 
regulations, : 

This has been made possible 
by increased manufacturing 
quotas which have come — into 
effect since July. ; 

© © * 
Now the outlook becomes even 


brighter and it is expected that 
the cancellations of certain war 
contracts should cause an easing 
steel “bottle-neck,”’ and 
factory facilities and labor short- 
age be made avaliable for the 
manufacture of more farm, im- 
plements. This is the opinion of 
subcommittee, 

It was also pointed out that 
two other bottle-necks are fac- 
tory labor and the limited supply 
of malleable castings, and it was 
stated that these factors are 
under “careful study” and may 
be alleviated, if not removed. 

Reviewing the situation for the 
coming crop seasou, H. H. Bloom, 
Wartime Prices and, Trade Board 
farm machinery administrator, 
has given the assurance that 
there «will be a substantial in- 
crease in the machinery avail- 
able to Canadian farmers. So 
far no decision as to the alloca- 
tion of this supply. of machinery 
has been announced, but the 
matter is being carefully. stud- 
ied, Mr, Bloom said.
